I would like to take a nnonnent to recognize 
the incredible work and sacrifice all of you 
nnake in support of the Navy Medicine 
nnission. 

The effects of sequestration on the civilian 
connnnunity have been significant. Many of 
you were required to endure the hardships 
of the Departnnent's planned 6-day 
furlough, and as the end of the year 
approaches our ability to reward your 
perfornnance is also sonnewhat linnited. 



Given the fiscal realities, DoD has linnited 
agencies fronn issuing discretionary 
nnonetary awards during the sequestration period. And while the DoD guidance does 
encourage the use of non-nnonetary options to recognize perfornnance such as tinne-off 
awards — those too were very linnited. 

Our civilians are a critical connponent of the care we provide to our Sailors, Marines and 
their fannilies across the enterprise. I recognize the significance of your contributions and 
want you to be assured I rennain fully connnnitted to supporting you and your fannilies any 
way we can. 

We have been diligent and reduced expenditures in facilities nnaintenance, equipnnent 
purchases, and travel to address the cuts; however, we have not been able to elinninate 
the total innpact of sequestration on you and your fannilies. 

I know all of you nnake a conscious choice to work for Navy Medicine, and while nnany of 
you could be better connpensated in the private sector, you have selflessly answered the 
call of civil service. 

And today, we enter into a governnnent shutdown furlough causing you even greater 
anxiety and uncertainty. The fuloughs are in no way a reflection of the innportance of 
your work. Navy Medicine is proud of the contributions of its civilian workforce and a 
shutdown furlough should in no way be considered as a statennent to the contrary.
